1. JEFF CARRUTHERS REPORTED IN JULY 10 TORONTO GLOBE AND 
MAIL THAT "THE STAGE HAS BEEN SET BY BOTH CANADA AND THE 
UNITED STATES FOR THE FIRST OFFICIAL OIL EXCHANGE. WEST 
COAST OIL FOR EAST COAST OIL, BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES SINCE 
THE SECOND WORLD WAR." 

2. NEWS ARTICLE STATES THAT U.S. HAS TOLD CANADA THAT 
A PROPOSED SWAP "WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE," AND THAT THE 
NATIONAL ENERGY BOARD (NEB) IS AWAITING APPLICATIONS FROM 
CANADIAN OIL COMPANIES "REPORTEDLY SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING 
SUCH AN OIL SWAP." NEB WOULD REQUIRE, ACCORDING TO 
CARRUTHERS, A BARREL-FOR-BARREL SWAP EAST AND WEST, AND U.S. 
COMPANIES WOULD STILL BE REQUIRED TO PAY THE CURRENT EXPORT 
CHARGE OF $5.20 PER BARREL.
